Wasaincton, May 9.—#Specia]|—The latest 
impetus to the Blaine boom has been given 
by the ugly developments of the Grant and 
Ward failure. While no body supposes that 
Grant was privy to the crooked mani>ula- 
tions. bis name is so connected with them as 
to leave bim out of the question asa presi- 
dential candidate. Before this occurrence 
circumstances were fast shaping towards his 
»ominetion, and bis shrewd friends here were 
‘ndustrionsly working up his chances as a 
compromise candidate. The Blaine men are 
pecoming more confident daily. They will 
make a bold dash to capture the organization 
of the convention, and claim that they will 
make sufficient inroads on Arthur’s strength 


to put their man through on the second or 
third ballot. Most of the leading democrats 
ere hopeful that Biaine will be nominated. 
His record will be too heavy a handicap and 
Arthur's machine friends will knife him in 
New York. Every indication now points 
toward Blaine and Lincolo. 
THE GsANT FUND 

Since the developments in the Grants Ward 
failure some curiosity has been expressed as 
to how it would affect the fund of $250,000 
aised ‘for General Grant eome time ago. 
On the subject George Jones, of the New York 
Times, says to-day: 

General Grant’s fund of $250,000 is abso:« 
intely safe. I don’t know where his enemies 
iad their lies. The fund is invested in To- 
ledo and Wabash second mortgage bonds, in- 
terest payable quarterly, and guaranteed, 
principal and interest, by the heirs of the 
late Governor E. D. Morgan. Hitherto we 
have paid the interest annually. The first of 
May of each year has found the general in. 
possession of $15,140, interest in full on the 
investment. Hereafter we shall pay him 
quarterly, not only because he needs 
the money, but because we do 
not mean that anyone else shall lay hands on 
it. General Grant could not touch a dollar 
of the priucipal, even if he desired to do so, 
any more than I could. He can willit, how- 
ever, athis death to his heirs. I was with 
General Grant on Sunday last, and he was in 
coniplete ignorance of the impending disas- 
ter. Ocherthan this fund, he does not pos- 
sess a dollar, and more than that he is deeply 
and almost irretrievably in debt. What he 
did in Wall street he did for his sons, and it 
seems too sad that this man, who bas doneso 
much for his country, should be left in -his 
old age dependent ou the nation he helped to 
save.”

THE STRANDED GRANTS. 


(olene! Fred Declares Himeecif ia Search of a Job— 
The .roekedness of the Firm. 

New Y May 6 —Julian T. Davies, 
signee of Grant & Ward, 1s busily engaged in 
straightening ouv the complicated affairs of 
the firm. Tne statement of the firm’s affairs, 
he said, would not be ready until some day 
next week. Ferdinand Ward visitéd the 
oflice, ani has been in consultation with 
Davies aliday. William C. Smith, stock ex 
change member of the firm, said: 

“] do not think the amouut of liabilities wil! 
reach $8 000 000 The railroad companies which 
received joaus on securities, which have been trans 
ferred to other persons, are ampiy protected, aod 
will loose neibiug. rt losses will § fall 
chiefly on individuals, who have in- 
vested money with the firm, This business 
was covducted by Ward. Of course General Grant 
aud his son have kuown of these ransac.ions, but 
ldo not think they were fully aware of the large 
amountinyoived. They have been led Oa by, Wara, 
aud will, of course. luse very heavily, I caunot 
give you ‘he names of the inuividual losers, for I 
do Kul know therm.”’ 

Colonel Fred D. Grant said: 

I have just turned over all my claims against the 
firm to Mr. McNamee, my assigaee. I have done 
this'in orderto get matwuers seitied up, so that li 
may dosomethivgeise, I cannot say what the 
amountef my claimis. Al: I had was invested 
with the firm, and I am now in = search 
of m1 job. I do not kuow wheth- 
er I shall remain in Wali street 
or not, or what line of business I shall gointo, I 
am looking for something to do, 1 cCanuol say 
whether i willgoiuto busicess for myself. That 
wiil depe.d upon whether or not anything is 
saved from the wreck.”’ 

Mr. McNamee, assignee of Fred N. Grant 
and of Jesse Grant, said that he would have 
to wait fora day ortwo until the statement 
ofatfairs of Grant & Ward had been pre- 
pared. When this was ready he would be in 
& position to intelligently begin the work of 
Straighening out the affairs of the sons of 
General Grant. 

A SULT AGAINST WARD. 

The Marine National bank has begun suit 
against Ferdinand Ward to recover $10,000, 
the amount of overdrafts paid out by the 
bank on Ward’s account. An attachment 
in this suit was granted against the house 
and personal property of Ward, at 81 Pier- 
pont street, Brooklyn,anda deputy sheriff 
isin posseseton. A well known member of 
Ltbe stock exchange says:

A clerk empivyed by Grant & Ward, said 
theamount ef liabilities will be very large. 
They . are discovering new business every 
day. “Yes, I know the names of some _per- 
Sonswho were caught, but I cannot give 
them. Some gentiemen are in for $5,000,s 
YUU and others for still larger sums.” 

Deeds were recorded in the Suffolk compa- 
ny clerks office to-day, transferring al! of 
the property on LongIsland owned by U. 8. 
Grant, Jr., to Abraham H. Jones, New York, 
for $60,000. The titles to a great deal of 
other property has been transferred in New 
York from members of the Grant family and 
the broker firm within a few days. 

3 THE WRECK IN CouRT. 

Judge Donohue, of the supreme court, to- 
day appointed Julien T. Davis as receiver of 
the partnership property and assets of the 
late firm of Grant & Ward, in a suit 
brought sgainst the members of the firm by 
John H. Morris. The property which Davis 
will tbus have charge of includes that which 
He qualified in thesum 
of $50,000, Thomas Denny and Bradly Mar- 
tin being hissureties. Hamilton Cole is ap- 
pointed as referree to take an account of all 
the assets.

‘The faiiure of the Marine bank will be as com- 
plete as ever you saw,’’ said Cornelius Morrison, of 
the firm of Wait, Creighton & Morrison, at No. 87 
Wall street, who has been a cepositor in the Ma- 
rine bank over twenty years. ‘Fish owned five 
eights of all the stock in the Marine bank, «nd 
owned, of course, by that boardof directors. Fish 
& Ward have been in the wildest of wi'dcat 
echemes. One thing they were avout*to go into 
when this crash came, was to purchase the old 
Produce exchange building. Our neighbor, John 
Wood, an Irishman, who nas $3 50u 
deposited thele, the savings tof alife time lose, 
all. Iknow a young business man just sterting in 
who loses $5000 that he deposited on Saturdays 
and he will have to give up busi 
news. In my opinion about all there 
will be left, when we kvuow it all, will be the safe 
and office furniture, Fish moved away from the 
bank over two weeks ago, and went into apart- 
ments at the Mystic flats. He knew the crash was 
coming, and so did Ward.”’ 

Opinions expressed amocg the depositors and 
stockholders of the Marine bat k were to the effect 
that they had no reason to hope for anythiug and 
that loss would be total, -Many hard things were 
said of Fish. 

Instances multiply of deception practiced in the 
name ofthe firmof Grant & Ward to carry on 
wild schemes, in which “interest in prafits’’ 
were paid to those who invested in 
them out of the principal they 
putin.

SPURRED BY THS SENATE. 


The House Showleg a Dieposition te Hasten To- 


ward an Adjournment. 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—[Special]—A _ nota- 
ble contrast exists between the amount of 
work done oy the house and senate at this 
session. The latter bodyfhas earned the title of 


American house of lords, not only by reason 


of the enormous wealth it represents, but 
also because of the superior dignity and 
quiet leisure of its proceedings. It is usual 
for the senate to end its week’s work when 
it goes to its Friday afternoen dinners. 
Often it adjourns from Thursday to 
Monday. Every Saturday and Sunday 
the New York papers are 
dotted with personals of senators, whe find 
time to pay frequent visits to that great cen- 
ter of finance, politics and general American 
thought. Most of the northern and western 
senators are engaged in stock speculations, 
large ra:lroad and mining enterprises, and 
other diversions from the tedium of legisla- 
tive routine, The life of a senator seems to 
be a happy one, and this fact makes the con- 
trast between the amount of work done by 
the two houses the more striking. The sen- 
ate is away ahead. How it gained the lead it is 
bard to see, for the length and languor of 
senatorial discussions keep up to the old 
standard. Volumes of speeches have been 
made on questions which have not been be- 
fore the senate atall. Mr. Beck finds it an 
easy task to ring in a few hours of tariff ta'k, 
while the shipping bill or the Kansas foot 
and mouth disease is under discussion. Mr. 
Bayard, occupying the position of a presi-~ 
dential candidate, has deemed it advisable 
to leap several times beyond the bounds of 
narrow routine business and address the en- 
tire ‘country on what are considered 
the great issues of the day. Mr. Hillis ready 
at ail times to sail into the Western Union 
and theorize on the telegraphic auty of the 
government, while Mr. Morgan has a consii- 
tutional dissertation fresh for every day if a 
loophole can be found for its insertion. Before 
the senate is criticised for its leisure and the 
its business 
proceedings, it is fair to compute the amount 
of its work in comparison with 
that of the house. The fact that 
its calendar has been much furtber disposed 
of shows that no necessity presses 
upon it for a quickening of its pace. It 1s as 
well to let the senate proceed in peace in the 
delightfully dignified method it has chosen. 
Must of the speeshes are sent out for tbe 
entertainment of constituents, and many of 
them can be read with profit. Bat the fact 
that the senate has covered more ground 
than its co-ordinate branch of the national 
legislature, while apparently doing 
80 much less work, is having 
its effect on the noi y popular 
house. Expressions are heard om ali hands 
from leading congressmen in favor of moving 
forward ata better rate. Mr. Morrison and 
Mr. Randall have agreed on but one point, 
and that is upon the advisability of a fidish 
in June, if it can possibly be arranged. Long 
sessions are always severely criticised, and 
the house being the larger body, originating 
the bulk of legislation, is generally held re- 
sponsible for them. It might be of 
sume paltry advantage to have con 

gress ln session after both presidential! 
uckets are outso that the campaign issues 
could be formulated in Washington and 
their discussion opened before the country 
from this high rostrum. But men of experi- 
ence in congressional life agree that itis bet- 
ter to finish up work good enough to speak 
for itself and then go home to enter on the 
buncombe of thecampaign. The loss of these 
past months with little to show for tueir 
tabor seams to be appreciated 
by most of the members. To many of them 
aiso comes a strong invitation of self-interest 
at home when active espirants are always 
plotuing their way to supplant the fortunate 
holders of congressional chairs. Congress 1s a 
good thing. Itis an entertaining body at 
most stages of its sessions but enough of even 
a luxury satisfies one and the general opinion 
here is that the limit of satiety is being Trap- 
idly reached for this session. A strong tend- 
ency toward quickening up for an early ad- 
journment has undoubtedly set in.

How Biiss Bupgied the Case fer the Government, 
and Kept the Deeumentary Evideree From 
the Grand Jury—An Interview With 
Atto ney-Genera! Browseter— Bie. 


WasHineton, May 9.—The house com- 
mittee on expenditures in the de- 
partment of justice decided to-day to 
make no investigation of ex Senator Kellogg's 
case, except so faras may be necessary to 
prove the good faith of the government offis 
Cials in securing the indictment. Walsh who 
was suby ce aaed last week to appear asa wils 
ness was discharged. committee deters 
mined to subwaua the foreman of the third 
grand jury in the star route cases, to testify 
to-morrow relative to gny attempt 
that might have been made 
to shield Kellogg from . indictment. 
Representative Springer received a telegram 
from New Mexico to-day, stating that ex- 
Senator Dorsey had gone to Texas and would 
be absent two or three weeks. Ingersoll has 
informed Mr. &pringer that he advised Dorsey 


not to appear as a witness before the com- 
mittee inves'igating the star route cases, 
A JURYMAN ANSWERING QUESTIONS. 

John T. Mitchell, foreman of the second 
grand jury which considered the star route 
cases, and which found the indictments 
against Dorsey and Brady, was examined by 
the Springer committee to-day. After a 
good deal of time spent in the en- 
deavor to overcome Mitcneli’s scruples against 
revealing jury room secrets, the committee 
proceeded to question the witness. 

“Did Bliss call your attention to the case 
ofthe United States against Kellogg or of 
the United States against Price and Brady ?”’ 
asked Mr. Springer, it havirg been agreed 
that Mitchell should testify. 

‘‘Toose were incidental questions,’ witness 
replied. 

‘Was there ‘apy evidence submitted 
against Kellegg by Bliss asgovernment coun- 
sel,’ 

» ‘Mr. Chairman, I think you are going too 
far. I decline to answer that question.”’ 

‘‘How long was the grand jury in session?’’ 

“About three months. I1t seemed temme 
about forty years.”’ 

Mitcheil read from Bliss’s testimony those 
portions in which the attorney said, referring 
to the Salisbury case, that the papers in the 
postoiiice depariment relative to Salisbury’s 
routes had been milked; that he, Bliss, did 
not have all the testimony of the witnesses 
in the Salisbury caxe that he expected. 

BLIs8 8 BASKET CF PAYERS. 

“I do this;’’ said Mitchell, ‘‘to show that 
the act of the grand jury in not finding an 
indictment against Salisbury was justified 
by Bliss’s own statement. Bliss in his testi~ 
mony, makes implications: against the grand 
jury in the Salissury cases. He never left the 
paper in the possession of the grand jury for 
one minute. Every morning be would bring 
to the room an immense basket of papers, and 
take them away with himin the afternvon. 
It would have baen impossible for any grand 
jury man to read those papers. The :mpres.- 
sion on my mind was very positive that in 
several cases the Oral testimony did not bear 
out the documentary evidence that Bliss 
commenced.” 

‘“‘Wus there any documentary or oral evi- 
dence submitted to the grand jury in the case 
of the United States against Wm. P. Kel- 
logg?’’ asked Mr. Springer. 

‘Incidental matters were to be brought 
there,’’ the witness replied. 

‘Were any witnesses examined orally ”’’ 

“Yes, sir. Walsh.’’ 

‘‘Any other witness?”’ 

‘None that I recoliect.”’ 

‘‘How long was Walsh in the presence of the 
jury?” 

‘‘fwenty minutes, I should think, was the 
limit. I may be mistaken.”’ 

‘‘Did he present any document in connec- 
tion with his oral evidence?”’ 

‘‘He had some papers with him, Some of 
these were read to the jury, but nvut all were

BLISS AS A GREAT TALE ER. 

‘‘As you gentlemen probabiy know, Bliss 
isa great talker. He was always talking as 
regards something. What his particular line 
of thought was at this time, I cannotremems 
ber.’’ 

‘Did Bliss, in word or substance, state to 
the grand jury that it was asersous matter to 
indict a United States senator?’ 

‘Personally, I have no recollection of ever 
having heard Bliss make such a remark, I 
inyuired of two other members of the grand 
jury this morning and they did not remember 
succ a statement.’’ 

‘Was there any testimony brought before 
the grand jury other than that brought by 
Bhssb”’ 

‘I have no recoliection that any present- 
ment was made against Kellogg before the 
grand jury. Keliogg was notexcused except 
so far us ic came out incidentally before the 
jury. Walsh was testifying in the Dorsey- 
Brady case. The jury’s attention was not 
called to the Kellogg-Brady or Kellogs-Price 
cases. Biiss seemed to be satisfied with eur 
action. He was not sick then. He got sick 
afterwaras, after the evidence had been taken 
by the grand jury. Biiss, who was in an ad- 
joining reom, came in. I read over the in- 
dictments that had been found,and he tbank- 
ed us very courteousiy. He said there was 
one otber case in which he would like to 
have hadan indictment, but he supposed 
that his evidence was not sufficient. He did 
not give the name of the case.”’ 

“Was there any improper influence 
brought to bear upon the grand jury in those 
cases?’ asked Representative Stewart. 

“I do not believe a singie effort was made 
to influence the jury. Not more than five 
members of the jary would have Known 
Dorsey, Price or Keilogg if they had met 
them on the street. The jury was composed 
of asgooi men as could be picked any- 
where.’’ 

‘Was there any effort on the part of the 
representatives of the government to sup- 
press any evidence that would effect these 
parties?”’

AN INIERVIEW WITH ATTORNEY GENERAL BREWSTER. 

Tne Evening Siar publishesa long inter- 
view with Attorney General bBrew- 
ster, conceaning the Keliyw case, in | whicd 
Brewster, refering to the recently 
published charge that the department 
of justice connived at the dismissal of that 
case, expresses himself as follows: 

“Now that is uojast and untrue, andl 
shall beglad when the factsin the matter 
are brought to light, which will prove the 
falsity of sach charges. I have done my 
whole duty in this case from the day that 
Kellogg came into my office wringing his 
hands crying like a child,and claiming thathis

grounds, I subsequently saw Bliss about the 
matter. Upon his representation that Kel- 
were wasan active one, and that Merrick 

nothing to do with it, I gave directions 
that Kellogg should be prosecuted as any 
body else, without fear or favor, and without 
any element of personal prosecution. Now 
see what followed. I have been told, and | 
now believe, that there was undue haste in 
preparing anc presenting the case against 
Kellogg, and that it was presented 
in such a shape as to be entirely rejected by 
the grand jury in the first instance, and in 
consequence of which the second grand jury, 
which had been adjourned, was again con- 
vened at the instance of counsel. 

‘Oa whose part was the undue haste?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

BLIss’s FINGERS IN THE PIE AGAIN. 

“It was reported to me,’’ said the attorney 
general, ‘“‘that Bliss was extremely anxious 
tofinish with the case, and urged its immedi- 
ate presentation, but in any event no pre- 
sentment was made. Walsh then left and 
could not be found.”’ 

“Why did he disappear’’’ asked the re 
porter. 

“I don’thnow of my own knowledge,” said 
the attorney general. ‘‘Walsh says it was 
because so long as Biiss wasin thecase he was 
sati-fied that there would be no honest at- 
temptto convict. He believed his own testi- 
mony would be questioned and himself slan- 
dered, and hedid not care to appear any 
longer a3 the instrument of insincere men. 
He was made to belieye, too, by somebody 
that I was bostile to him, which was not so, 
fer 1 didn’t know him. At any rate when 
he learned that Bliss was not longer in the 
case, and received word from me that his 
presence was necessary, he came without hes 
itation from Canada, where be had gone to 
avoid process. But to come back. At the 
time the grand jury refused to present it was 
stated that Kellogg received compensation as 
senator in violatian of law on July 18, 
1879. . Before the third grand jury 
could be convened the statute of limitations 
would ron against the offense of receiving 
notes and other securities that were given by 
Price to Kellogg. If the government had 
allowed the case on that score, there might 
haye been an excuse for the insinuations of 
connivance, because it was charged boldly 
that the refusal of two grand juries to present 
was designed!y procured by representatives 
ofthe government. The government felt in 
duty bound to eontinue the prosecution, and 
there was only one way to do it. 
That was to present the case to another jury 
to test, in consequence, whether the date of 
tne receipt of the compensation was the date 
en which the drafts were turned over to de- 
fendant, or whether it was the date on which 
the money for those drafis was paid him. 
There was no decision on this point, and it 
was my duty to have it decided in court. The 
court held that the date of the receipts of 
the drafts was the day when 
the offense was consummated, and 
that date brought: the offense, as provided 
within the provisions of the statute of limt- 
tations, and the case was very properly dis- 
missed, Mr. Kerr was wrong when he apol- 
Ogized in the court for the insertion of the} 
date ofthe paymentof the moneyas the 
time when the compensation was received 
It wasthe proper thing to do, andthe only 
thing that could be done. 

KELLOGG'S INNOCENCE NOT PROVEN. 

The case was dismissed,’ continued the 
attorney general, ‘‘but the innocence of the 
defendant was not proved. He pleaded the 
ms tte of limitations, but not. until 
the evidence was in. Price's | 
tes'imony that on certain dates he paid drafts 
to Kellogg and that Kellogg subsequently 
confessed that he received money far them, |} 
part of itgbing to Brady. The court, you | 
remember, said publiely that he believed 
Price had told the truth, Walsh’s corrobor- | 
ative testimony was not needed. No doubt, 
Kellogg does feel that his innocence) 
was not. vindicated. How could it 
be when he asked the interposition of | 
the law to shield him, because a deed 
was committed so long ago. If he 
had not pleaded the statute of limitations 
the case would have proceeded as if the deed 
had been committed only yesterday. He 
would then have had ample opportuhity to 
vindicate his innocence. I remarked | 
upon on both sides for my course in this mat 
ter by ignorant people who dont know what 
they are talking about, for not doing my du- 
ty, and by those who know better because I! 
did do my _ duty. Urgent efforts 
were made to persuade me to 
desist from the prosecution, but there was | 
too much to be remembered, the honor of 
the department of justice, but besides that 
the honor of my office. ThatI pursued the 
right course I am perfectly satisfied, and the 
people of the United States will be too, some 
day.”’ 


KELLOGG SPEAKS HIS PIECE. 

When Kellogg read the Brewster interview 
in the Star to-night he prepared a reply 
which he furnished for the morning papers, 
in which he says: 

‘Tt is not true that I pleaded the statute of limi- 
tations. The judge, after the testimony of Price 
was concluded, intimated to my counsel! and to the 
prosecuijon that the case as presented was barred 
by the stattite, and my counsel, agaist My €xX» 
pressed desire, advised that the Case, with its at- 
tendaut delays aud expenses, ought not to go 
further. The attorney general knew there was no 
good case against me from the beginning, even 
with the testimony of Price, on indicied mail con- 
tractor, Who had been promised immunity to 
iuduce him to testify. The judge did not say that 
Price told the truth. The attoruey general having 
Bigpally failed to make a case now resorts to false 
siatemeut: to cover his defeat, and

The Indian Apprepriation Bi! Taken Up—lecreasing 
ihe Estimates. 


Wasuinetros, March 9.—In the sen 


ate, on the@reading of the jour. 
nal, Mr, Beck thought the entry relating to 
Mr. Frye’s motion of yesterday, calling fora 
committee of conference, ought to have 
shown that it was a call for a ‘‘committee of 
conference on the disagreeing votes of the 
two houses.”’ 

The chair said the entry as it stood was in 
accord with the practice of the senate, and 
aftera short discussion the journal was ap- 
proved. 

On motion of Mr. Dawes, the Indian ap- 
propriation bill was'aken up, Mr. Dawes, 
however, gave way for a time in order to al- 
low Mr. Call to make some remarks in favor 
of his bill “to provide for the establishment 
of a university of original research, including 
medicine, as a part of the Smithsonian iasi- 
tution.’’ 

Mr. Blair interposed to give notice thet on 
Monday next he would move to take up the 
house bill to establish a bureau of labor and 
statistics. 

Mr. Call then addressed the senate. 

At two o'clock the chair laid before the 
senate the pending appeal of Mr. Beck, from 
the decision of the chair regarding the motion 
of Mr. Frye fora conference committee on 
the shippi g bill. 

Mr. Harris said that Mr. Frye was neces 
sarily absent from the city, and had express- 
ed a wish that the matter might go over till 
Monday. The matter went over accordingly. 

The senate then took up-the Indian appro- 
priation bill,and Mr. Dawes briefly reca- 
pitulated its provisions. The estimates for 
the year, hesaid, had been $8,466 90 891; the 
amount of the bill as it came from the house 
had been $5,456389,31; the amendments 
proposed by the senate increased the amount 
by $757,313 66, making the total amount 
reporied to the senate for the Indian service 
for the coming year, $6.213,802.91. This 
amount exceeds the Indian bill of last year 
by $840,147, the chief element of which 
increase, Mr. Dawes said, was the amount for 
the Indian schools. The amount expended 
for such schools in 1884 had been $860,339, 
while the amount reported tothe senate for 
those schools in this bill was $1,116 561, being 
an increase of $356,222. 

The bill was considered by sections, and 
considerable progress was made without de~ 
bate, except upon the appropriation for edu- 
cation in Alaska, The senate committee had 
reduced the amount from $15,000 allowed by 
the house to $10,000, 

Mr. Dawes said he differed with the com- 
mittee as to the propriety of the reduction. 

Mr. Hawley moved to make the amount 
$25,000. Pending debate on the amendment 
the senate, at 6:45 p.m., went into executive 
session, and when the doors were re-opened 
adjourned until 12 o’clock to-morrow.

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PENSION DAY IN THE HOUSS, 


The Widew of F. P. Bietr Previd:.d For—Aa laa- 
dent of the War. 


Wasmincton, May 9.—In the house the. 
bill coming over from last Friday granting 
an additional pension to the widow of Gen- 
eral Francis P. Blair was passed. It grants 
her $500 for her husband’s services in organ- 
izing troops, and increases her pension to $50 
per month, 

The house, at 12 o'clock, on motion 
of Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, went into 
committee of the whele, Mr. Uox, of New 
York, in the chair, on the private calendar. 
The first two bills on the calendar were cons 
sidered and discussed together, the first “Pr 
propriating $6 000 for the reliefof Willis N. 
Arnold, of Henderson, Tann., was reported 
favorably by the committee on war claims. 
The second for the relief cf Hiram Johnson 
and forty-six other persons of the same place 
was reported adversely. Both these claims 
have been pehding in congress for many 
years, and grew out of a confederate raid on 
Henderson in November, 1862. Property to 
the vaine of $26,751 was destroyed, of which 
$18.171 belonged to loyal citizens, $3 500 to 
the Mobile and Ohio railroad, and $5,080 to 
the United S:ates. On account of these dep- 
redations an assessment was made on the dis 
loyal citizens of the place,and the mone 
was turned over to the provost marshal, 
$9 606 of the amount so assessed was paid over 
to Aidridge and Patterson, two of the euffer- 
ers from the raid, and the remainder covered 
into the treasury. Willis N. Arnold 
claims to have been 8 loyal 
citizen, and to have suffered the 
loss of $6,000, while Hiram Johnson et al 
were disloyal citizens, on whom the assess- 
ment was made, and who now claim that 
the sum remaining in the treasury should be 
divided among them prorata. 

The debate consumed nearly the whole 
day. Thesupporters of the Johnson bill as 
serting that Arnold did not sniffer the loss 
which he complains of, that the disloyal cit- 
izens of Henderson were in DO ways respou- 
siblefor the raid, and that the government 
had not the right totake money from the 
pockets of one maato reimburse another. 
Tae committee sabs'ituted the Johnson bill 
fur the Arnoid bill, and reported the recom- 
mendation to the house, but no further ac- 
tion was taken. 

Oa motion of Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, 
it was ordered that when the house adjourn 
to-day, it be to meeton Monday next, and 
the speaker requested the members to as- 
semble in the house in order 
to attend in a body the unveiling of the statue 
of Chief Justice Marsbail. 

The speaker laid before the house a com- 
munication from the secretary of war, re- 
commending an additional appropriation of 
$100,000 for the relief of the sufferers by the 
flood in the lower Mississippi valley. Re- 
ferred. 

The house then took a recess until 8 o’clock, 
the evening session to be for the consideration 
of the pension bills.

AND iHet DBEMOCRATIC 

PARTY. 

When congress assembled, it was deemed 
ineXpedient by a number of leading demo 
crats in all parts of the country to raise any 
discussion on the tariff. There were severa! 
potent reasons why such a discussion should 

_be postponed, It was a presidential year: 
there was enough visible and protuberant 
corruption in the republican administration 
of affairs to keep congress busy outside of its 
ordinary routine; there was no chance to 
make any progress in tariff reform even if a 
bili could be passed by the house, a repubii- 
can protection senate anda republican pro- 
tection president standing ready to knife 
not only any reform in the tariff, but any 
other reform, These were a few of the rea. 
sons that led prominent democrats to depre- 
cate a tariff discussion at the present sessien 
of congress. 

But a large number of equally prominent 
democrats were clamorous to be heard on the 
tariff; the democratic party, they said, must 
assert its principles and declare its policy on 
this question. It is strange, indeed, that it 
had suddenly become so important and so 
necessary for certain democrats to assert their 
principles on this psrticular question, at this 
particular time, andin this particular way. 
The principles of the democratic party, so far 
as the reform of the tariff is concerned, were 
as well known when congress assembled as 
they are now, after a large number of demo- 
Gratic congressmen have had their views 
spread upon the minutes, soto speak, and 

_ they areno better known now than they 

bave been in every preceding congress since 
1876. 
The modesty of the would-be democratic 
leaders in congress is pot a very prominent 
characteristic. When has it ever been con- 
sidered necessary for a parcel of congressmen 
to shape the course of the party? And from 
whem do they derive their authority in the 
matter’? This whole business, it will be per- 
ceived, issomewhat out of the ordinary, and 
in this particular instance there must have 
been something at the bottom of the agitation 
to give such peculiar importance to the 
movement. We were given to understand, 
when Carlisle was elected, that we should 
haye a square stand-up, knock-down and 
drag-out fight with the republican tari/f—no 
compromise. What was the result? : 

A high-sognding ways and means coramit- 
tee was ected, and the members thereof 
immediately begun the work of reforming 
the tariff. The first eggto hatch from this 
would-be tariffreform nest was a bill to ex 

‘tend the time on bonded whisky. Kvery 
man who had been clamorous for the party 
to assert its tariff reform principles at the bes 
ginning of the session, was strong for this 
bill. Morrison was its champion. 
The speaker was strong in his 
support of it and aided it by every means in 
his power. The bill was as full of vitality as 
any bill could possibly be; but to this day 
there are few congressmen who can describe 
the methods emplayed to report it from the 

ways and means committee—how it came to 
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bill was defeated after discussion, and no 
one doubts now that the defeat of this meas- 
ure was the wisest of the few wise acts of this 
congress. , 

The next egg to hatch from the ways and 
means committee was the Morrison bill. 
The whisky bill was so much like a repub.i- 
can chicken that few people doubt its pater- 
nity—particularly when Green Bb. Raum, a 
vicious republican partisan, was found preen- 
:og himself on the same roost with that tough 
old hen, Watterson. But the Morrison bill 
was alittle better. It lacked, according to 
the advertisement, twenty percent (but in | 
reality only eight and seven-tenths per cent) 
of being a republican chicken. As soon as 
the bill came to be understood, democrats 
all over the country were quick to 
discover that the Morrison bill was not only 
notareform bill, but was not intended to 
be. It was intended, so far as could be gath- 
ered from the clamorous confusion ef its 
champions, to be a sort of vehicle for setiing 
torth democratic principles—a gilt-edged 
programme embodying democratic wolicy. 
We were told that it was a compromise 
measure—not what its champions wanted, 
but they hoped to getit through and thus 
place the onus of its defeat on the republi” 
cans. 

The champions of this pretended reform 
had modified their war-cry when a speaker 
wasto be elected. Now they were for com- 
promise. They had no desire, they said, to 
do anything that would unsettle business, 
and this bill was to be the plat‘orm of the 
democratic party. It may be safely asserted 
that foursfifths of the democrats of this state, 
and, we believe, in all the states, 
were dissatisfied with the Morrison bill. ° We 
have just» as+ much respect for a 
democrat who voted against it as we have for 
one who voted for it. We believe, indeed, 
that the defeat of this bybrid bill was a 
fortunate thing forthe party. It would have 
delayed all proper and necessary reform if it 
bad become a law; it would have defeated the 
party that inspired it. There was nething 
in it but the clean, clear confession that the 
present unjust and improper tariff lacks but 
twenty per cent of being right. 

Looking over the whole fie:d, with an eye 
to the future and with a deep and ardent de- 
sire for the success of the party, what demo- 
crat is foolish enough to say that this ques- 
tion of tariff reform ought te have been 
raised by this congress? The people are rob 
bed by two classes—(1) by the sharp. shrewd 
republican knaves and corruptionists that 
infest every department of the government 
and have practical control of the 
administration of public affairs, 
and by monopolies which, 
under republican methods, have grown rich 
and powerful and are growing richer and 
more powerful every day under the protec- 
tion of the government and at the expense of 
the tax payers of the country. 

Certainly the first class deserves as much 

attention as the last, but it has received very 
little from the present congress. The second- 
itis only twenty per cent out of 
line with honesty and =justice, cannot 
accom plish any great amount 
of harm in a short time, 
It is a class that is at ieast doing something 
to build up the country; whereas, the class 
first described is in harmony with the whisky 
ring. It isaclass which tbrives by promoting 
all sortsof swindles and methods of corrup- 
tion, and it is greatly interested in keeping 
the republican party in power. 
Since the defeat of the Morrison bill, it has 
been wisely concluded that this whole ques- 
tion of tariff reform shall be remitted to the 
democratic national convention. It would 
have been greatly to the advantage of the 
party if this conclusion had been arrived at 
long ago. Itis the business of the convens 
tion, and not the business of a parcel of ill- 
informed congressmen, to make party plat- 
forms and nominate party candidates. So 
far as tariff reform is concerned, it -is a 
question that has been dealt 
with by the national conventions, 
andin nouncertain way. There will be no 
uncertainty on this point, in the convention 
soon to meet. We believe the democratic 
party would have been successful long ego if 
congressmen, instead of parading before the 
country as politicians and as shapers of 
party policy, had attended strictly to the 
business of legislation. Weshould be glad 
to see the present house of representatives 
reform itself in this particular.

THB WALL STREET FAILURES. 

The failure of the Marine national bank. 
and the suspension of Grant & Ward created 
a flurry, but there was nogeneral panic, and 
no probability of one. The people are so well 
heeled and so conservative in their operations 
that the failures, large as they were, brought 
no thought of widespread disaster. Ten 
years ago such was not the case, and a failure 
of this nature would probably have precipie 
tated a crisis in all commercial matters, 

As the facts leak out it is seen that the New 
York failures were due to natural causes— 
that the concerns now closed up were mush- 
| roomy, unbusiness-like and exceptional. The 
Grants were but silent partnersin the wild- 
cat broking firm. The active parimers were 
James D. Fisk, a real estate speculator, and 
Fred Ward, a specniator in stocks and a 
spendthrift. Fisk was also president of the 
Marine bank. The affairs of the firm, of the 
bank and of Ward and Fish as individuals 
were hopelessly entangled. Trust funds were 
used by both to serve the bank’s necessities or 
their own speculative operations. Their spec- 
ulations turned egainst them as the prices of 
securities shrank, and the result was a hope- 
less collapse of all the mingled interesis. The 
villians are of course Fish, the unworthy 
bank official, and young Ward, who does not 
now seem to have a redeeming quality. The 
victims are the Grants, who should have kept 
out of Wall street altogether. The firm was 
never trusted by the strongest and best in- 
formed men in financial circles, because its 
affairs were conducted in a hazardous and un- 
business-like manner.

LINES 10 THE GREAT WBST. 

The people of Columbus and Macon are 
pressing upon the authorities of the Central 
railroad the advisability of filling the gap 
between Goodwater and Birmingham, about 
sixty wiles,and the building of a direct line 
between Kirmipgham and Memphis, where 
there are good connections with Kansas Cily 
and the southwest. They ask the Central w 
build a parallel gine about four hundred 
miles long, and it is very probable that their 
wishes will eventually be gratified. The 
Central will soon or late need a short cut to 
the coal fields of Alabama and to the wheat 
fields of the trans-Mississippi country, and 
when it does the gaps will be filled. 

But Atlanta will be there ahead of her 
neighbors. When the Georgia Pacific is 
completed to Columbus, there will remain 
a gap of only 150 miles in as directa line 
to Memphis and Kansas City as 
can be built. Thecompleteness of the line to 
Columbus isonly a matter of afew months, 
and the organization of a company to build 
the remaining gap is now goiag on. A survey 
of the route is to be made at once, Atlanta’s 
western connections would be perfect if an 
air-line were conatructed from Columbus to 
Jackson or Vicksburg as well as to Memphis, 
trusting that time would bring about the 
completion of the straight east-and-west line 
to Texarkana that bas all along been contem- 
plated by the Georgia Pacific people. In the 
long run all this will be accomplished, and 
when it is Atlanta need want no better 
western connections, and her railroad 
system will then lack only branches and 
feeders here and there along her numerous 


trunk lines.

He has not made and 
will not make an official announcement of his can- 
didacy for the presidency. To-day the News Jour- 


nal Correspondent learned from a high authority at 
the white house that Mr. Arthur is not the disin- 
teresied spectator of the battiefield he appears.

He 
has a table written out on a large sheet 
ol paper giving a list of the names of tha delegates 
aud alternates to the republican convention.

JIM COLEMAN’S EXECUTION, 


A Cheertul Felon whe Goes to Mis Death for yh 
Crimes. 

CoL¥MBIA, 8. C., May 9.—/ Special |—This morning 
at 8:30 o’elock your correspondent, in com 
with Sheriff Samuel W. Rowan, visited Jim Clg. 
mau. The culprit, in his dark cell, as he grinneg 
‘through the iron bars and welcomed us, looked lie 
a Vicious, brutish fellow. His sunken eyes and m 
pulsive visage denoted the hardened criminal, Jp. 
stead of being cast down with sorrow and remorse 
and trembling in view of his approaching death, 
he actually seemed cheerful. He apparently hag 
no just conception of the enormity of his crime or 
the awful punishment which was to be meted ont 
te him in a few short hours. He again madeg 
fuil and free confession of his crime, de 
scribing just how be had committed the murder. 


His statements were similar to those published ip 
this moruing’s CONSTITUTION. He professed big 
willingness to die. He asserted that the gallows 
had nwo terrors for him; that, since he felt # sense 
of pardenipg grace, hix nearing sacrifice on the 
scaffold did not alarm him in the least. His lags 
night, hé s-id, had been peaceful and his siumbers 
undisturbed, but he had dreamed some curious 
dreams During the early hours of the morning 
the culprit was visited by his spiritual advisers, 
who read to him the scriptures, prayed and sang 
with him, In these devotions he joined with en- 
thusiasm., 
ON THE GALLOW8, 


I visited Coleman early this morning and found 
him dressed in a new suit of black. He was cheers 
ful and taikative. He said he had a good night's 


rest. He ate no breakfast but one biscuit. When 
I asked him why, he said: 

‘Because [ buve no appetite for earthly foed. I'll 
soon be in Paradise, where I will dine with my 
Redeemer, on Heavenly focd.’’ 

When questioned furiher he asserted that he was 
fully reconciled to death, and the gallows possessed 
for nim no terrors, 

_**Tellme truthfully, Coleman, why you killed 
Saran Wiilis,”’ 1 asked, 

He laughed and replied: 

“I Can't tell, because I don’t know myself, I 
just kfiledherso. Ihad nothing egainst her, I 
was with herthat night aud she said my wife 
would not like me being away. iwas not mad, 
for I knew sbe was righi, but justas I was going 
out the door! spied the hatchet, and as quick as I 
could get to her! Killed her. That's au there is 
about it,’’ 

At exactly eight minutes past eleven Coleman 
took his position Oa thegallows, He suffered the 
executioner to place him on the precise spot he 
was to cecupy. When his eyes met the noore which 
dangled impatiently above his head, he did not 
tremble or show any evidenve of fright. He join: 
e)*iustily ii singing ‘Just as )Am, 'and then ofeiel 
a‘brief and peculiarly fervid prayer. Even hisspir- 
itual attendants regarded his words as the blae 
phemous utterances of a hardened criminal, wao 
sought to personate the martyr aud Christian. No 
body present placed any faith in his declarations. 
His !ast words were these: 

*‘Good bye, cind frieuds.’’ . 

‘I pray you will all meet me at the great judg: 
ment day.’’ : 

Precisely at 11:29, the tigger rope was 
jerked suddenly and vigorously by Sherff Rowan, 

The murderer's neck cracked like a whip cord, 
and his death was instantaneous and painiess, 
The body was allowed to haug seventeen minutes, 
when it wascut down and given to friends, who 
buried it this afternoon. No members of his fam- 
ily were present. No excitement atrended the ex- 
ecution. Sheriff Rowan, proved himselfa skillful 
haugman. The eutire performance weut of with- 
out a hitch. 

The gllows was erected clore to the rear wall of 
the jail, and constructed cf substantial timber, 
The upright beams were of neavy pine posts, and 
the cross beam was large aud stro: g.

Progress of the Seuthern Baptist Convention in 
Ba) imore- The African Methodieis, 


BaLTimorge, May 9,—In the convention of 
the S suthern Baptists this morning, George 
W. Norton, of Kentucky, was re-elected 
treasurer of the convention, and Nimrod 
Long, of Kentucky, was re-elected auditor. 
A committee of one from each state was ap- 
pointed to revise the constitution and by 
jaws. Dr. M. B. anderson, president of the 
Rochester university,by invitation, addressed 
the convention. The representatives of the 
American Baptist Missionary union, the 
Home Missionary society and the publication 
society were recognized, and addresses were 
made by Kev. Dr. Thomas, of Brooklyn; 
Rey. Dr. Bright,-of New York; Robert O.

York.» The special order, religious destitu- 
tion among the whites of the south, was then 
taken up. D. J. L. Burrows offered a resolu- 
tion to raise $100,000 to meet the need. 

Atthe night session a resolution to raise 
$100,000 was referred to the home mission 
board, as was also the supplemental resolu 
tion to appoint acompetent woman as su- 
perintendent of the woman’s work in con-* 
neciuion with the home missions 

The seeretary of the convention announced 
that of 535 associations in the southern states 
405 are represedted in the convention. 

There are about 948,000 white and)833,250 
colored Baptists in the south. Resolutions 
to continue and reinforce the missions in 
Africa, Brazil and Italy were adopted. 

Resolutions condolence with Rey.
